This communication is sent responsive to the Office Action mailed on January 20, 2004. 
Initially, Applicants wishes to thank the Examiner for granting the Interview conducted on March 24, 
2004. 



In that interview, we discussed the proper interpretation of claim 1 wherein transmitting data 
of both the compressed and non-compressed data types over each of the plurality of transmission 
packs requires that they be both compressed data and non-compressed data and that there be two 
transmissions packs and that compressed data and non-compressed data be transmitted down each of 
the data paths. We discussed the fact that the sited prior art Terashima et al. did not contain such a 
teaching. Consequently, Applicant request the Examiner to withdraw the rejection under 35 U.S.C. §
